CHILD. LABOR LAW 


MUST BE ENFORCED 


(SPECIAL TO THE GAZETTE.J 


Madison, Wls., June 11.—Many em- 
ployers In the state have been con- 
fused, according to 
the Industrial 
Commission, by the recent decision of 
the United States supreme court hold- 
ing the federal child labor law to be 
unconstitutional. letters arc 
dally 
being received by the commission 
•which indicate that some employers 
are under the Impression that this de- 
cision of the United States supreme 
court has removed all restrictions 
from the employment of children. As 
a matter of fact the supreme court, in 
this decision, held that the restrictions 
contained in state child labor laws are 
valid. The law of Wisconsin in all re- 
speqU established 
higher standards 
than did the federal law. and hence 
the decision of the supreme court has 
not removed any of the restrictions 
upon child labor heretofore enforced 
In this state. 
Under the state law all children un- 
der seventeen years of age must pro- 
cure permits from an 
officer desig- 
nated by the idustrial commission to 
Issue permits, before 
they may be 
employed in any employment other 
than In agricultural pursuits. 
Some 
employers are under the Impression 
taht permits are not necessary during 
periods of vacation of school, but the 
law of this state makes no such ex- 
ception. 
Failure on the part o£ an 
employer to get a permit before he 
employs any child 
under seventeen 
yars of age, either while the schools 
are 1* session or during their vaca- 
tion, will subject him to treble com- 
pensation in case the child should be 
ijured while at work. Permit Issuing 
officers have been appointed by the 
Industrial Commission in every com- 
munity. . These officers are usually the 
director of the vocation school or the 
principal of the school, and in some 
cases the county or the municipal 
judfs. 
The restrictions of the state law as 
regards the hours of labor of children 
also have not been modified by the 
decision of the supreme court. 
Chil- 
dren under sixteen years of age may 
not be employed before 6:00 a. m. or 
after 6:00 p. m. They also may not 
be allowed to work fore than eight 
hours in any one day or more than 
forty-eight hours In any one week, or 
more than six days In any one week. 
These provisions of the child labor 
law are rigid and cannot be modified 
by the Industrial Commission, the 
school authorities, or by any other 
body, except the legislature.

In a. certain French city, -where I 
made friends with many 
American 
soldiers, a group of university profes- 
sorsr are making. It their business to 
escort our soldiers over the place, 
giving them historical talks. .This is 
a very old city, one tn -which tne Ro- 
mans, had a 'considerable occupation. 
The ruins of an immense circus built 
by tftem still stands In the midst of 
modern houses and shops. Its ma- 
sonry- is so solid that a ton of dyna- 
mite would be.required to dislodge It. 
Mummies Draw Soldiers. 
At the-time of the French revolu- 
tion it was practically Intact, but its 
use as a fortress and the pounding of 
cannon against it turned it into the 
picturesque ruin It is today. 
Our 
soldiers are exploring that old circus 
and realizing -the grandeur that was 
Rome more keenly than if they were 
cramming Latin bade home. 
"You positively mustn't miss the 
mummies," I was told by my soldier 
friends in this same city. 
So one day 
I went with two boys to see the mum- 
'mles. There is an ancient church, 
built centuries ago, outside the city 
walls, when the .town was just begln- 
Ing to outgrow its walls. The excuse 
for the walls had not disappeared, 
however, and local wars and forays 
among tho feudal gentry beat hard 
-on that church. Several times during 
the years the church was burned to 
the ground, but it was always rebuilt 
according to its original plans. 
The last time it was rebuilt -was 
about a hundred and fifty years ago, 
and it was then when the excavations 
were being made that the famous 
mummies were 
discovered. 
They 
were dug out of one of the oldest 
corners of the churchyard and must 
have passed from life in the four- 
teenth or the fifteenth century. Some- 
thing in the chalky nature of the soil 
preserved them from disintegration, 
and they remain still rather disagree- 
able and grewsome likenesses of their 
original selves,

The rise is the coat physical upkeep. 
as reflected in the prices of mops and 


coal, and tha losa of Income through 
shrinking registration figures have 
played havoc with university budgets. 
In the hands of a statistician the cost 
of the war to education 
could be 
stated In no uncertain terms. If Co- 
lumbia university, for Instance, 
has 
fallen behind 1300.000 on a. budget 
of a little more than (3,000,000, what 
would the total loss at the same pro- 
portion be the country over? 
"Many ways of meeting these defi- 
cits are in contemplation. 
Some In- 
titutions are borrowing, 
some 
are 
levying upon their alumni and others 
are studying their budgets scientifi- 
cally with a view to effecting educa- 
tional reforms and economies

Mr. Reynolds said that the financial

"I can think of nothing that might 
happen in time of peace that -would 
be more disastrous than government 
ownership..

BE NEXT DEVELOPMENT

\Vashington, June 11.—Mobile hos- 


pitals, mounted on motor trucks and 
equipped with nurses who will eat 
and sleep on the road, and 
every 


other facility necessary to bring the 
operating room to the wounded men, 
are being: organized'by the army med- 
ical 
department. " Miss 
Dora 
E. 
Thompson, chief of the army nurse 
corps, is organizing staffs 
of 
fifty 
nurses for each unit who will go up 
to within five miles of fighting lines 
when their caravan responds to the 
emergency calls it is designed to meet. 
Each unit is planned to be equiv- 
alent to an evacuation hospital, and 
besides living quarters for -the nurses 
and transport space for their supplies, 
the five sections of motor trucks and 
trailers, will be in themselves tem- 
porary 'hospitals. The nurses, each 
given the field kit of an officer, will 
be prepared to camp 
where 
night 
finds them, or dine from the trailer 
kitchens as they eo along the road. 
Ten of them will be assigned to each 
section of the unit, and the sections, 
put together, will constitute every de- 
tail of an operating hospital, 
from 
sterilUationn plant to X-ray equip- 
ment. 
Miss Thompson now 
places 
the 
total enrollment of the ac>ny nurse 
corps at 10,000, and anticipates that 
the number -will pass 20,000 before 
the end of the year. There are 3,000 
now wearing the uniform abroad, and 
more in every camp, cantonment and

States.
